Deferment Losers May Be Called 


Washington WP) — The strong prospect of 


filling draft calls with men who have lost 
deferments u n l e s s Congress passes d r a f t 
legislation by September was raised Friday 
by Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird. 


These are the only men Selective Service 


may draft now since a key sentence in the 
draft law expired July 1, wiping out authority 
to draft others. 


Draft Director Curtis W. Tarr has declined 


to use his authority to call men who have 
lost deferments to fill the Pentagon's 16,000-man 
call for July and August. Laird made it clear 
he also is" reluctant to dip into that pool. 
The decision to do so would be up to President 
Nixon. 


However, Laird told a news conference, 


"I do net believe we can delay much longer 
than September. I think we can r i d e it out 
until September." 


The bill to extend the draft authority two 


more years is trapped in a Senate-House 
conference committee deadlock over a Senate 
amendment 
which calls 
for total 
U.S. 


withdrawal from Vietnam nine months after 
the bill is enacted. 


There is no indication of the stalemate 


cracking before Congress begins -Its month-long 
summer recess, on Aug. 6.

and school board members are 
expected to take final action at 
the board's regular meeting the 
next day. 


The pay increases for the five 


next year will range from 2.6% 
to 7.8%, assuming the board 
makes no changes Tuesday, and 
the increase in dollar expendi- 
tures will average 5.3%, slightly 
less than the 5.9% hike teachers 
won in negotiations last spring.

'High Probability' 


Tarr said draft-age men should be told 


"there is a high probability that the induction 
authority for those who have never had a 
deferment will be reinstituted in the near 
future." 


He said many young men erroneously think 


that the Selective Service Act has expired and 
that the system has died. The boards, he said, 
should tell the men they may be unintentionally 
breaking the law by failing to register at age 
18, by failing to notify their boards of changes 
of status or by failing to report, if ordered, 
for their pre-induction physical examinations. 


Except 
for drafting men, Tarr 
said, 


Selective Service is "continuing on a 'business 
as usual' basis." 


Important 'Except' 


The provision in the law that blocks the 


normal draft says "no person shall be inducted 
for training and service in the armed forces 
after July 1, 1971 except persons now or 
hereafter deferred after the basis for such 
deferment ceases to exist." 


A principal reason draft and Pentagon 


officials are reluctant to draft those who have 
lost deferments is the hardship it would cause 
since most are older men settled in business 
and family life. 


The manpower pinch has been eased a 


bit since the summer months are the peak 
recruiting periods. 


However, come September, Laird said, lack 


of manpower would bring the trained strength 
of some Army divisions into "a yery bad 
position." 
More Railroads 
Might Be Struck 


Washington W — Chief railroad industry 


negotiator John P. Hiltz said Friday "It doesn't 
look hopeful" for chances to keep a week-old 
strike against two major rail lines from spread- 
ing to two others Saturday. 


Hiltz made the comment as he entered 


stepped up government talks aimed at settling 
the nationwide dispute between the rail in- 
dustry and the AFL-CIO United Transportation 
Union. 


"We're going to try for the big push but 


I don't know if anything will come of it," said 
Assistant Labor Secretary W. J. Usery, the gov- 
ernment's top rail labor troubleshooter. 


The union struck the Southern Railway and 


the Union Pacific last Friday and has sched- 
uled strikes at 6 a.m. Saturday against the 
Southern Pacific and the Norfolk & Western 
lines in a move to bring more pressure on the 
industry. The four lines with 120,000 employes 
make up more than 20% of the nation's rail 
industry. Six more railroads are set for strike 
targets at 6 a.m., next Friday. 


One rail line that had been scheduled for 


a strike Saturday—the Chicago & North Western 
—settled with the union for a 42-month pack- 
age of wage hikes totaling 42% above the cur- 
rent $3.50 hourly average and a compromise 
on easing work rules that are the cruix of the 
dispute. 


Burns Warns Inflation 
Climbing 'Dangerously' 


Washington (UPI) — The nation's cost of 


living registered its sharpest monthly jump 
in more than a year in June, causing a ranking 
government official to warn that inflation is 
escalating at an "unacceptable and dangerous" 
rate. 


The White House acknowledged that the 0.6% 


increase in prices paid by consumers in June 
— the greatest' since April, 1970 — "was not 
one of our better months." 


'Progress' Insisted On 


But Nixon administration officials insisted 


that "progress is being made" in combatting 
the stubborn inflation which, along with high 
unemployment, could darken President Nixon's 
re-election chances. 


On Capitol Hill, Arthur F. Burns, who was 


Nixon's top domestic adviser until the President 
named him to a 17-year term as chairman 
of the nonpolitical Federal Reserve System, 
said Nixon is not doing enough to contain 
inflation — the key, he said, to long-run pros- 
perity. 


"Very little progress has as yet been made 


and 
inflation 
is 
proceeding both at 
an 


unacceptable 
and dangerous rate," Burns 


said 


Inflation Biggest Obstacle 


In strong but indirect criticism of Nixon, 


the pipe-smoking economist told the House- 
Senate Economic Committee that inflation is 
the foremost obstacle to recovery from the 
1970 recession. 


He said the "excess demand" built up in 


the years of the Johnson administration — 
which Nixon had blamed for the persistent 
inflation — "disappeared well over a year 
ago." 


"I wish I could report that we are making 


substantial 
progress 
in 
dampening 
the 


inflationary spiral," he said. "I cannot do so." 


He was not yet ready to advocate the 


"drastic remedy" of wage and price controls, 
Burns said, but he called again for more 
vigorous activity by Nixon to convince business 
and labor unions to limit their appetites for 
higher prices and higher wages. 


Connally Forecast Wrong 


The Labor Department's report on the cost 


of living pulled the rug out -from under Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally Jr., who had 
shrugged off the May increase of 0.5% as a 
one-month fluke. 


Taking May and June together, prices rose 


at a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 6.6% 
— a rate comparable to the pace of 1969 
and early 1970, when the country was in the 
grips of its worst inflation in 20 years. 


The June figures meant that $12.15 was 


required last month to buy what $11.63 could 
buy in 1970 or what $10 could buy in 1967. 


Grocery Prices Set Pace 


A 0.9% increase in volatile grocery prices 


paced the advance, which on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, taking into account normal 
fluctuations between May and June, stood at 
0.5%, 
compared to May's seasonally adjusted 


0 6% increase. 


Labor Secretary James D. Hodgson told 


White House reporters that June "was not one of 
our better months." He said, "The battle 
against inflation is not won but progress is 
being made." 


Added Ronald L. Ziegler, the President's 


press secretary: "There is no question about 
the fact that we are doing everything we can 
to produce a policy that will lead to a slowdown 
in food prices." 


He said Nixon plans no changes In his 


economic policies.

He explained that the many 


different filler words used by 
auctioneers "have no meaning" 
and are "used only to bring out 
selling figures." 


Some of the longer phrases in 


the auction lingo such as "will 
you give me?" or "How many 
dollars on it?" help auctioneers 
to fill their lungs with oxygen, 
he said. 


An auctioneer for 12 years 


who often sells as much as.

of

during a busy day, he noted that 
people in his profession "have to 
develop their voices and lungs 
the same as singers." 


Taps His Foot 


Woodward, who taps his foot 


to 
keep 
his 
beat 
while 


auctioning, said his rhythm 
"makes it easier for me so that 
I can sell for longer periods of 
time. I think it is pleasant to 
listen to," he added. 


He 
noted, 
however,

rhythm is not essential for an 
auctioneer and voice clarity, 
tone and pitch 
along with 


salesmanship and the ability to

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


State Department of Revenue tax tables provide some 


interesting reading. One table shows the grand total of all 
property tax collections for all levels of government combined 
from 1918 through 1970. , 


The statistics are cold in themselves but they tell with 


graphic detail the history of Nebraska. In 1918 began a gradual 
increase in total property tax collections, going from $32.9 
million then to $59.3 million in 1921. 


This refiected the war years' prosperity of Nebraska, 


especially agriculture which really came into its own when 
called upon to produce the food essential for the country's 
World War I effort. But in 1922 a sudden drop took place, 
down to $53.4 million. 


* 
James C. Olson tells us what happened in his "History 


of Nebraska." Farm prices in Nebraska had skyrocketed and 
Olson notes that "when those prices were not maintained. 
Nebraska agriculture went into a tailspin from which it could 
not recover throughout the whole prosperous decade of the 
Twenties, and which so weakened it that the depression of 
the 1930's reduced the state's basic industry to the most desperate 
plight in its history." 


But other things were also at work on the Nebraska economy, 


Other elements of the economy were expanding and the 
automobile was fast coming into prominence. The demand for 
improved roads and a good economy beyond agriculture kept 
the tax collections going up. 


This was true in the cities as well as the state— in the 


cities where the farm decline and urban growth were already 
beginning to be felt. This was a development that was to 
carry over right to the present day and one we still have 
not solved. 


And what else have we not solved? Nebraska in the 1920's 


was riding high, even though there was a lot of false economy 
in the ride. 
.

Olson writes: "To many of the oldsters who had built 


the state, the younger generation (in the 1920's) seemed 
completely pleasure-mad. Others were fearful of the impact 
of the new materialism on the state's future. As Willa Gather 
put It:' "Too much prosperity, too many moving picture shows, 
too much gaudy fiction have colored the taste and manners 
of so many of these Nebraskans of the future. There, as 
elsewhere, one finds the frenzy to be showy; farmer boys 
who wish to be spenders before they are earners, girls who 
try to look like the heroines of the cinema screen; a coming 
generation which tries to cheat its aesthetic sense by buying 
things instead of making anything. There is even danger that 
that fine institution, the University of Nebraska, may become 
a gigantic trade school. The men who control its destiny, 
the regents and the lawmakers, wish their sons and daughters 
to study machines, mercantile processes, "the principle of 
business"; everything that has to do with the game of getting 
on in the world— and nothing else'." 


And we like to say that the times have changed! 


* 
But what about politics and the economy? Governor Charles 


W Bryan won in 1922, partly on his name, as Olson tells 
us, and partly on a tight spending and budget program. Yet, 
the GOP walked off with more victories than defeats at the 
polls and Olson tells, us: 
"The Republicans stayed in power in part because they 


recognized the demand for increased state services— particularly 
highway building, which Governor (Adam) McMullen carried 
forward in an enlarged manner— and were willing to accept 
responsibility for making increased appropriations for these 
services." 


Right today, we ihave a fiscally conservative Democratic 


governor in the midst of a virtually Republican stranglehold 
on all other elective offices. Maybe too many circumstances 
have changed but we wonder if the willingness "to accept 
responsibility" will again prevail against fiscal conservatism. 


The tax tables go right on to tell the history of Nebraska 


through the drought and depression of the' 1930s and early 40s, 
World War II prosperity and the general progress of the 1950's 
and 1960s. It provides an interesting perspective for the 1970s.

Plastic Surgery Done 


For Military Spouses 


WASHINGTON - The wives 


and daughters of America's 
men in uniform can now have 
their noses straightened, faces 
lifted and bustlines expanded at 
taxpayer expense by top plastic 
surgeons in three 
of 
the 


nation's best hospitals. 


Such operations are being 


performed in i n c r e a s i n g 
numbers at Bethesda Naval 
Hospital, Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center, both in the 
Washington area, and Lackland 
Air Force Base Hospital near 
San Antonio. 


While some are done to 


correct deformities or to repair 
damage from accidents or 
other surgery, many were 
performed solely for cosmetic 
purposes. 


In view of the boost this 


benefit might give morale and 
the possibilities it opens up for 
stepped up recruiting, it's a 
wonder the military has kept 
the program so quiet. 


For example, the Pentagon 


might take a page from a 
popular anti-smoking slogan: 
' ' J o i n the u n h o o k e d 
generation!" or, the old Marine 
pitch could be changed to read, 
"The Marine Corps builds men 
(and women, too)." 


There is a reason for the 


military hospitals to offer some 
cosmetic surgery. In order for 
the program to be accredited 
by the American Board of 
plastic Surgery, it must offer a 
full range of plastic surgery 
services. 


Moreover, the m i l i t a r y 


contends cosmetic operations 
are done strictly on a space- 
available 
basis 
and 
they 


receive the lowest priority. 
Most days the doctors are busy 
trying to restore the damaged 
faces and bodies of injured 
Vietnam veterans.

A Sorry Indictment 


Defeat by Elks members at their national 


convention of a resolution repealing their 
"white only" membership clause is a sorry 
indictment 
of 
an 
otherwise 
w o r t h y 


organization. Lesser things than this have 
meant the slow deterioration and eventual 
disintegration 
of other organizations and 


institutions. We hope it does not happen to 
the Elks. 


The hope is founded on one sjnall loophole. 


The grand exalted national ruler has the 
authority to suspend'the "white only" clause 
when this is in the best interest of the 
organization. The hope is that this, loophole 
is widely used by clubs, incuding the Lincoln 
group. 


It was a sorry sight, too, to see the 


new exalted ruler defending the clause on 
the basis of the First Amendment. 


"The right of private assembly and the 


people with whom we associate," he said, "is 
largely a matter of our own personal choice." 


A lot of misguided and otherwise well- 


meaning people use that dodge, as do a lot 
of plain old bigots. Every legal test of that 
proposition has overwhelmingly demonstrated 
that it has no foundation, at all. 


As to the individual, the law cannot make 


him associate with anyone nor deny him the 
right to assocate with whomever he pleases. 
But what are the moral and human criteria 
that he should employ in determining his 
associations? 


Personality, attitudes, geography, income 


levels — these and many others are the 
usual matters 
that influence us in our 


associations. But color? The color of skin 
is no more an acceptable standard of measure 
than is the wearing of glasses, the size of 
your shoes or the color of your automobile. 
There is no right, legal or moral, to associate 
on the basis of color a n d it was an 
inappropriate and disgusting thing for the new 
grand exalted ruler of the Elks to claim. 


Can Politics Blind Us? 


It is a sobering experience. to read the 


accounts of the diplomatic reports from 
Pakistan released by Sen. E w a r d M. 
Kennedy. The reports show a grave concern 
among U.S. State Department officials in 
Pakistan over the state of life there. 


While the official line in both Pakistan 


and the U.S. downgrades the human suffering 
of 
East 
Pakistan, 
it 
is reported 
that 


widespread famine in the east is a virtual 
certainty. From fear of military reprisals, 
even East Pakistan officials say nothing about 
the drastic shortage of adequate food to 
sustain life. 


West Pakistan, of course, is trying to 


hold its divided nation together. It is especially 
trying to bring some degree of normalcy to 
the rebellious eastern wing of its nation. 


Somehow, it sees in the famine prospects 


of the East a threat to its authority and. 
perhaps, an affront to its leadership. For

-strictly political reasons, it refuses to face 
the reality of hardship in the rebellious area. 


For the same reasons, the United States 


and other nations are doing precious little 
to interfere. No one seems to want to run 
the .political risk of coming out on bad terms 
with the established and victorious West 
Pakistan government. 


You have to ask yourself if the world 


has become so hardened that practical politics 
can blind it to the reality of millions of starving 
people. You have to ask if'we have abandoned 
our humanity for the sake of some short-term 
gain in the arena of world politics. 


If our nation is the kind of world leader 


it likes to think it is, it will lay the facts 
of East Pakistan out for all to see and it 
will spare no efforts in relief of the human 
suffering and indignity that' obviously exist 
there. Real leadership is founded in human 
compassion, not in the exercise of power.

New Hampshire-Florida Primary Victory 


Could Build Up Political Tide for Muskie

If 
President 


Nixon's historic visit to China 
m e a n s that by mid -1972 
there is to be a negotiated 
settlement in Vietnam or a 
total American withdrawal from 
the war, then the presidential 
election may well be settled in 
Peking. If not — if these 
remarkable 
new 
prospects 


somehow fail — then what will 
happen here in Florida next 
March 14 ought to be of 
considerable significance. 


Nixon's grand

conventional political events; 
even so, the new Florida 
primary should be a major 
factor in future 
presidential 


campaigns. Next time around, 
for instance, it might well 
prove the first real separator of 
the men from the boys among 
the Democratic scramblers. 


That is because Edmund 


Muskie of neighboring Maine is 
considered -likely to win the 
New Hampshire primary, the 
only one 
to come 
before 


Florida's. But a Muskie victory 
there could not be decisive; it 
would only give the losers a 
good excuse to dash on to 
Florida the following week. 


This sprawling, varied state 


is a far different proposition 
from h o m o g e n o u s New 
Hampshire. It has the eighth 


largest population in the Union, 
it will deploy 81 delegates to 
the Democratic N a t i o n a l 
Convention in Miami Beach, 
and a candidate who can "win 
big" here could truly claim a 
substantial victory in a state 
reasonably representative of 
the whole. Florida's climate 
may set it somewhat apart, but 
its major 
cities, 
its big 


agricultural 
interests, 
i t s 


expanding 
industrial 
a n d 


commercial activity, make it 
far more typical than most of 
the primary states.

The Florida p r i m a r y , 


moreover, comes early and will 
therefore 
have 
substantial 


psychological impact. A Muskie 
victory here, on top of a Muskie 
victory in New Hampshire, 
might g i v e him too much 
momentum to be overcome; on 
the other hand, a loss for him 
in Florida 
would 
demolish 


anything he might have gained 
from a "hometown victory" in 
New Hampshire. 


Since it will be held in a big, 


representative state and since 
it conies early, the Florida 
primary is doubly important in 
that it will include everyone; 
candidates will be put on the 
ballot by a council of seven 
state officials, and a candidate 
then will have to sign a 
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statement that he is not a 
candidate in order to get off. 
Nixon, for instance, does not 
have to run in New Hampshire 
if he does not want to; but in 
Florida, his name will be on the 
ballot — along with that Of his 
challenger, Paul McCloskey, 
and perhaps even that of 
Ronald Reagan — unless he 
specifically 
renounces 
any 


intention to run. There are a 
number of ways in which this 
could embarrass the President. 


For the Democrats, 
this 


system means that the whole 
cast of characters will be on 
hand — save, probably, Hubert 
Humphrey 
and E d w a r d 


Kennedy, who will be forced to 
make early, formal disclaimers 
that they are candidates. No 
strategic bobbing and .weaving 
will be possible — even if, as 
some Florida political buffs 
expect, 
George Wallace of 


Alabama presents himself on 
the Democratic ballot. 


Wallace 
w o u l d 
be 
a 


formidable contender here; in 
the 1968 general election, after 
,all, he ran almost even with 
Humphrey (about 624,000 to 
677,000), as Nixon won with 
886,000 votes. A Wallace bid in 
Florida probably would be a 
disaster for Henry Jackson of 
Washington, 
who m i g h t 


otherwise be the favorite here. 
In the defense-oriented Florida 
"Panhandle" and u p s t a t e 
generally, Jackson -- with 
support f r o m conservatives

Holland and Rep. Bob Sikes — 
would rely on many of the 
same voters, as those who chose 
Wallace in 1968.

pledged to Eugene McCarthy 
polled a third of the votes (but 
in a low turnout). Muskie will 
have little appeal for most of 
these Democrats.

vote among Democrats, with no 
one winning by an impressive 
or decisive margin. That could 
only b e n e f i t N i x o n — 
particularly if be were on his

She cooked pan- 
cakes for thousands of visitors 
on a griddle outside of the 


Davis exhibit which was a 
giant version of a flour barrel. 
All the while she kept up a 
running patter with the crowd, 
sang songs and told tall tales of 
the Old South.

She was a sensation. Special 


police had to be hired--to handle 
the crowds who flocked to her 
pancake stand. Crowds follow- 
ed her wherever she went. 


During the fair, Davis said he 


got 50,000 orders forihis pan- 
cake mix from merchants all 
over the world. Fail* officials 
awarded Aunt Jemima a medal 
and 
certificate 
for 
h e r 


showmanship and proclaimed 
her the Pancake Quefen. 


After that, Davis and his 


company, prospered. 
A u n t 


Jemima traveled on promo- 
tional tours and became a 
familiar figure all over the 
country. Her arrival usually 
was 
announced 
on 
giant 


billboards. Davis later ran- into 
financial difficulties and his 
firm wound up in new hands. 
But Nancy Green kept her job 
until she was struck and killed 
by an auto on Chicago's South 
Side on Sept. 24,1923.

Neb raska ag ricu ltu re wen t in to a tailsp in fro m which it co u ld 
n o t reco v er thro u g ho u t the who le p ro sp ero u s decade o f the 
Twen ties, an d which so weaken ed it that the dep ressio n o f 
the 1930’s redu ced the state’s b asic in du stry to the mo st desp erate 
p lig ht in its histo ry .” 
Bu t o ther thin g s were also at wo rk o n the Neb raska eco n o my . 
Other elemen ts o f the eco n o my were ex p an din g an d the 
au to mo b ile was fast co min g in to p ro min en ce. The deman d fo r 
imp ro v ed ro ads an d a g o o d eco n o my b ey o n d ag ricu ltu re kep t 
the tax co llectio n s g o in g u p . 
This was tru e in the cities as well as the state—in the 
cities where the farm declin e an d u rb an g ro wth were already 
b eg in n in g to b e felt. This was a dev elo p men t that was to 
carry o v er rig ht to the p resen t day an d o n e we still hav e 
n o t so lv ed. 
An d what else hav e we n o t so lv ed? Neb raska in the 1920's 
was ridin g hig h, ev en tho u g h there was a lo t o f false eco n o my 
in the ride.

Olso n writes: "To man y o f the o ldsters who had b u ilt 
the state, the y o u n g er g en eratio n 
(in 
the 
1920’s) 
seemed 
co mp letely p leasu re-mad. Others were fearfu l o f the imp act 
o f the n ew materialism o n the state’s fu tu re. As Willa Cather 
p u t ft: 
‘ “ To o much pro sperity , to o many mo v ing picture sho ws, 
to o much gaudy fictio n hav e co lo red the taste and manners 
o f so many o f these Nebraskans o f the future. There, as 
elsewhere, o ne finds the frenzy to be sho wy ; farmer bo y s 
who wish to be spenders befo re they are earners, girls who 
try to lo o k like the hero ines o f the cinema screen; a co ming 
generatio n which tries to cheat its aesthetic sense by buy ing 
things instead o f making any thing. There is ev en danger that 
that fine institutio n, the Univ ersity o f Nebraska, may beco me 
a gigantic trade scho o l. The men who co ntro l its destiny , 
the regents and the lawmakers, wish their so ns and daughters 
to study machines, mercantile pro cesses, “ the principle o f 
business” ; ev ery thing that has to do with the game o f getting 
o n in the wo rld-—and no thing else’.” 
An d we like to say that the times hav e chan g ed!

Bry an wo n in 1922, p artly o n his n ame, as Olso n tells 
u s’ an d p artlv o n a tig ht sp en din g an d b u dg et p ro g ram. Yet, 
the GOP walked o ff with mo re v icto ries than defeats at the 
p o lls an d Olso n tells u s: 
“ The Republicans stay ed in po wer in part because they 
reco gnized the demand fo r increased state serv ices—particularly 
highway building, which Go v erno r (Adam) McMullen carried 
fo rward in an enlarged manner—and were willing to accept 
respo nsibility fo r making increased appro priatio ns fo r these 
serv ices.”

The tax tab les g o rig ht o n to tell the histo ry o f Neb raska 
thro u g h the dro u g ht an d dep ressio n o f the 1930s an d early 40s, 
Wo rld War II p ro sp erity an d the g en eral p ro g ress o f the 195 0’s 
an d 1960s. It p ro v ides an in terestin g p ersp ectiv e fo r the 1970s.

These weeks of summer being 


fairly dead of news concerning 
the New Left-Counter Culture 
scene that I usually cover, 
provide an opportunity to break 
with this column's customary 
non-continuity format and at- 
tempt something a bit more 
ambitious. For the next few 
weeks this space will be devoted 
to a sort of survey of the quality 
of the American radical ex- 
perience, political and social, 
seeking to place that experience 
in the context of the national 
gestalt. 


I begin here with what may 


seem a curious anecdote, but 
one which bears

Around 18 months ago, while 


still a student at a commuter 
university in Denver, I was 
selected as a delegate to the 
annual 
American 
Assembly, 


held at the United States Air 
Force Academy. The assembly, 
which is sponsored jointly by 
Columbia University and the

academic Junior Chamber of 
Commerce democracy. Every 
spring some 150 students from 
various places of higher lear- 
ning are chosen to represent 
their schools as participants in 
a 
conference 
on

determined c u r r e n t political 
issue. 


After four days of discussion 


among themselves and with 
assorted imported experts, the 
conference 
body consenually 


ratifies a position statement on 
the issue, which statement is 
, in turn made available to high 
government 
offices 
for filing. 


Most of the students are white 
male ROTC majors up for a 
look at the academy. I was one 
' of several slip ups. 


Announced Topic 


Anyway, that year the topic 


for our consideration was "The 
States and the Urban Crises." 
a subject that I guess I took 
very seriously 
indeed- More 


than suspecting from advance 
information that the assembly 
was a stack, I came physically 
girded up for a confrontation, 
though God knows, not the one 
I finally experienced. 


From the outset my skep- 


ticism had ample justification. 
Just to establish the scene, the 
academy itself is aggressively 
representative of the awful chill 
and stinking spirit at the heart 
of the best. Built at a cost of 
many millions of dollars, it is 
a progression of immense, shiny 
new buildings of the Van De 
Rohe school and it spreads over 
miles of dry brown arroyos and 
foothills. A fellow member of 
my school's group looked over 
a southern parapet on our first 
evening there and said, ad- 
miringly, into the cold wind, 
"Boy, what a nice ruin this is 
going to be in 2,000 years." 


Alarmingly few of the other 


delegates seemed to share our 
sense of awe. I didn't believe 
there were that many crew-cuts 
left in the combined student 
community of the whole nation. 
Most of the kids (that's what 
one would call them) com- 
fortably accepted our first good, 
big meal, served to us in a 
blue and gray officer's dining 
room. They talked of fighter 
planes. Neither their reactions 
to the 
keynote speech 
(a

governor) nor their statements

in the first round of discussions 
did anything to make me feel 
less the outsider. 


Discussion Sections 


In 
panelled, 
warm, 
airy 


classrooms we all sat around 
smooth, square tables. 
The, 


composition 
of 
our 
small 


discussion sections had been 
settled by randomization and, 
not 
knowing 
each 
other, 


e s t r a n g e d as the strange 
security of the surroundings, we 
grappled with matters that I 
felt so strongly about. 


As it turned out, the slip-ups 


like myself, maybe eight of us 
from four colleges distributed 
over the whole conference, tried 
to press fiery moral positions 
and were cooly chopped apart 
by Pentagon bound Poli Sci 
specialists from the academy. 
I had to contend with questions 
like "Don't you fear that wage- 
price controls would lead to an 
eventual reduction of the GN- 
P?" and so on while I really 
desired, in all my insensed 
radicalism, about the rats in 
Harlem.' 


For three days this kind of 


thing transpired from 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m us few frustrated blind 
by the repressive tolerance of 
the many Each night we went 
to the officer's club and drank 
until it closed. 


After a particularly irritating 


last afternoon session on the 
day before the drafting of the 
final report, our little cadre, 
East growing insane from ten- 
sion, exhaustion, dope, drink 
and heavy Karma, set a meeting 
for 
the 
preparation 
of 
a 


minority action at next day's 
grand plenum. We secured an 
orderly room in Vandenberg 
Dorm for our 11 p m. ren- 
dezvous. 


Eerie at Night 


The academy was eerie at 


night, full of illicit life skirting 
the floodlights, herds of deer, 
cadets sliding corners on access 
roads as their new sports cars 
'lew bhem close to disaster. 


"How do you live in this?" 


I asked a black senior cadet 
who had thrown in with us. We 
were entering the dorm. 


"I don't." he replied. 
Vandenberg is a couple of 


miles of sleek gray corridors, 
all exactly alike. 


"After four years here I still 


get lost." 


"Hmm." 
I noticed that the floors were 


dirty. The militarism was pretty 
abstract. 


The orderly room was small 


and beige and cool, roomy 
enough for the four of us who 
finally straggled in. One of us 
had 
fled, 
two 
had 
drunk 


themselves 
into 
insensibility, 


our one female co-conspirator 
was in bed with another of us 
so it was the black cadet, one 
of the other CU people, a cat 
from Berkeley who was now 
taking his meals 
with 
the 


residents and talking in Air 
Force jargon and this author. 
We were in business with a 
liberated typewriter by about 1 
a.m. 


First Plan 


Our first plan called for the 


reduction of a minority report 
to be filed in dissent from the 
consensus statement. 


"How shall we open this 


thing?" asked the guy from 
Berkeley. He drummed the 
typewriter keys. We elected to 
open with a critique of the 
assembly structure. This is a 


c u s t o m a r y beginning. We 
examined the structure ver- 
bally. I won't go into all the 
faults we found with it, from 
delegate 
selection 
to 
the 


phrasing of the topic. One of 
us summed it up: "It wasn't 
intended for us to come up with 
any serious conclusions. We 
were brought here for the ex- 
perience of this whole brand of 
consensus decision-making. This 
is all just an academic exer- 
cise." 


That remark went deeper 


than we thought. When we 
started 
writing its meaning 


became clear. We never got 
past paragraph two. 


Our introductory 
paragraph 


was 
scathing. 
Our 
second 


paragraph 
was 
twice 
as 


scathing, so scathing it was 
funny. We described the outside 
speakers who had addressed the 
assembly 
as 
"prophylactic." 


This struck us terribly funny. 
We began to laugh. At first we 
laughed at our adversaries. 


"That girl in our section is 


so anxious to be nice to me 
she 
must really hate 
her 


mother," 
the 
black 
cadet 


suggested. 


"Remember 
how that ' one 


fellow kept raving about the 
police brutality declaration? He 
just kept repeating the phrase 
'murderous r a i d s' over and 
over. Raving mad." 


"What a shuck. What a rip- 


off." 


And at this point we made 


a transition. 


Played Their Game 


"And 
. . . we're part of it. 


Look 
afc us. We're the con- 


ference radicals. Don't you see? 
Without an us there wouldn't 
be a them. We're their whole 
Goddamn reason for living. 
We're like pornography for the 
Citizens for Decent Literature, 
live pornography. Look at us, 
ihe militant who came to din- 
ner, the Berkley radical. We've 
played 
their 
game. 
We're 


stupid. We're so stupid." 


We had to break out. We had 


to show them the game was 
up. We new what was going 
on and now we would really 
show them what we meant by 
radicalism. We made a list of 
possible stunt tactics. 


"We'll paint our faces like 


clowns and do a mime act." 
:'We"ll wear shades and chant 


'ooga booga'." 


"Gentlemen, wait a minute. 


None of this will work. None 
of it will surprise them. With 
what they have projected onto 
us we have no reality at all.

The State Constitution re- 


quires session laws to be pub- 
lished within 60 days of adjourn- 
ment of a legislative session. 


Two years ago, the job took 


120 days, and previous sessions 
similarly had violated the 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l dictate, 
according to Legislative Clerk 
Vincent Brown. 


This year, the deadline was 


met with a few days to spare. 


The 60th day deadline arrives 
Tuesday. 
Brown said the computer, 
utilized for the first time this 
year in bill preparation, made 
the difference. 


Legislative staffers simply 


retrieved from the computer's 
memory 
the 
final 
reading 


version of bills p a s s e d , 
eliminating 
c h a n c e s 
of 


typographical 
e r r o r and 


sparing weeks of proofreading 
otherwise required. 


In another departure, 
the 


printed session laws for the 
first time this year indicate 
what is new matter and what is 
stricken matter in bills passed.

Force Academy. The assembly, 
which is sponsored jointly by 
Columbia University and the 
Department 
of 
Defense 
is 
essentially 
an 
exercise 
in 
academic Junior Chamber of 
Commerce democracy. Every 
spring some 150 students from 
various places of higher lear­ 
ning are chosen to represent 
their schools as participants in 
a 
conference 
on 
a 
pre­ 
determined c u r r e n t political 
issue. 
After four days of discussion 
among 
themselves 
and with 
assorted imported experts, the 
conference 
body 
consenually 
ratifies a position statement on 
the issue, which statement is 
in turn made available to high 
government 
offices 
for filing. 
Most of the students are white 
male ROTC majors up for a 
look at the academy. I was one 
of several slip ups. 
Anno unced To pic 
Anyway, that year the topic 
for our consideration was “ The 
States and the Urban Crises ” 
a subject that I guess I took 
very seriously 
indeed- 
More 
than suspecting from advance 
information that the assembly 
was a stack, I came physically 
girded up for a confrontation, 
tho ug h God knows, not the one 
I finally experienced. 
Fro m the o utset my skep­ 
ticism ha d a mple justifica tio n. 
Just to esta blish the scene, the 
a ca demy itself is a g g ressiv ejy 
representa tiv e o f the a wful chill 
a nd stinking spirit a t the hea rt 
o f the best. Built a t a co st o f 
ma ny millio ns o f do lla rs, it is 
a pro g ressio n o f immense, shiny 
new building s o f the Va n De 
Ro he scho o l a nd it sprea ds o v er 
miles o f dry bro wn a rro y o s a nd 
fo o thills. A fello w member o f 
my scho o l’s g ro up lo o ked o v er 
a so uthern pa ra pet o n o ur first 
ev ening there a nd sa id, a d­ 
miring ly , into the co ld wind, 
1 “ Bo y , wha t a nice ruin this is 
g o ing to be in 
2,000 years.” 
Alarmingly few of the other 
delegates seemed to share our 
sense of awe. I didn’t believe 
there were that many crew-cuts 
left in the combined student 
community of the whole nation. 
Most of the kids (that’s what 
o ne 
wo uld call them) com­ 
fo rta bly accepted our fir^t good, 
big meal, served to us in a 
blue and gray officer’s dining 
room. They talked of fighter 
pla nes. Neither their reactions 
to

speech 
(a 
weig htless 
ramble 
on 
re­ 
privatization by a Republican 
g o v erno r) nor their statements 
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in the first round of discussions 
did anything to make me feel 
less the outsider. 
Discussio n Sectio ns 
In 
panelled, 
warm, 
airy 
classrooms we all sat around 
smooth, square tables. 
The* 
composition 
of 
our 
small 
discussion sections had been 
settled by randomization and, 
not 
knowing 
each 
other, 
e s t r a n g e d as the strange 
security of the surroundings, we 
grappled with matters that I 
felt so strongly about. 
As it turned out, the slip-ups 
like myself, maybe eight of us 
from four colleges distributed 
over the whole conference, tried 
to press fiery moral positions 
and were cooly chopped apart 
by Pentagon bound Poli Sci 
specialists from the academy. 
I had to contend with questions 
like “ Don’t you fear that wage- 
price controls would lead to an 
eventual reduction of the GN- 
P ?” and so on while I really 
desired, in all my insensed 
radicalism, about the rats in 
Harlem. 
For three days this kind of 
thing transpired from 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. us few frustrated blind 
by the repressive tolerance of 
the many. Each night we went 
to the officer’s club and drank 
until it closed. 
After a particularly irritating 
last afternoon session on the 
day before the drafting of the 
final report, our little cadre, 
fast growing insane from ten­ 
sion, exhaustion, dope, drink 
and heavy Karma, set a meeting 
for 
the 
preparation 
of 
a 
minority action at next day’s 
grand plenum. We secured an 
orderly room in Vandenberg 
Dorm for our 11 p.m. ren­ 
dezvous. 
Eerie a t Nig ht 
The academy was eerie at 
night, full of illicit life skirting 
the floodlights, herds of deer, 
cadets sliding corners on access 
roads as their new sports cars 
flew them close to disaster. 
“ Ho w do y o u liv e in this? ” 
I a sked a bla ck senio r ca det 
who ha d thro wn in with us. We 
were entering the do rm. 
“ I don’t,” he replied. 
Vandenberg is a couple of 
miles of sleek gray corridors, 
all exactly alike. 
“ After four years here I still 
get lost.” 
“ Hmm.” 
I noticed that the floors were 
dirty. The militarism was pretty 
abstract. 
The orderly room was small 
and beige 
and cool, roomy 
enough for the four of us who 
finally straggled in. One of us 
had 
fled, 
two 
had 
drunk 
themselves 
into 
insensibility, 
our one female 
was in bed with another of us 
so it was the black cadet, one 
of the other CU people, a cat 
from Berkeley who was now 
taking 
his 
meals 
with 
the 
residents and talking in Air 
Force jargon and this author. 
We were in business with a 
liberated typewriter by about 1 
a.m. 
First Pla n 
Our first plan called for the 
reduction of a minority report 
to be filed in dissent from the 
consensus statement. 
“ How 
shall 
we open 
this 
thing?” asked the guy from 
Berkeley. 
He 
drummed 
the 
typewriter keys. We elected to 
open 
with 
a critique of the 
assembly structure. This is a 


c u s t o m a r y beginning. We 
examined 
the structure 
ver­ 
bally. I won’t go into all the 
faults we found with it, from 
delegate 
selection 
to 
the 
phrasing of the topic. One of 
us summed it up: “ It wasn’t 
intended for us to come up with 
any 
serious 
conclusions. 
We 
were brought here for the ex­ 
perience of this whole brand of 
consensus decision-making. This 
is all just an academic exer­ 
cise.” 
That 
remark 
went 
deeper 
than we thought. 
When we 
started 
writing 
its 
meaning 
became clear. We n^ver got 
past paragraph two. 
Our intro ducto ry 
pa ra g ra ph 
wa s 
sca thing . 
Our 
seco nd

funny . We described the o utside 
spea kers who ha d a ddressed the 
a ssembly 
a s 
“ pro phy la ctic.” 
This struck us terribly funny . 
We beg a n to la ug h. At first we 
la ug hed a t o ur a dv ersa ries. 
“ That girl in our section is 
so anxious to be nice to me 
she 
must 
really 
hate 
her 
mother,” 
the 
black 
cadet 
suggested. 
“ Remember 
how 
that 
one 
fellow kept raving about the 
police brutality declaration? He 
just kept repeating the phrase 
‘murderous r a i d s’ over and 
over. Raving mad.” 
“ What a shuck. What a rip- 
off.” 
And at this point we made 
a transition.

“ And . . . we’re part of it. 
Look at us. We’re the con­ 
ference radicals. Don’t you see? 
Without an us there wouldn’t 
be a them. We’re their whole 
Goddamn 
reason 
for 
living. 
We’re like pornography for the 
Citizens for Decent Literature, 
live pornography. Look at us, 
the militant who came to din­ 
ner, the Berkley radical. We’ve 
played 
their 
game. 
We’re 
stupid. We’re so stupid.” 
We ha d to brea k o ut. We ha d 
to sho w them the g a me wa s 
up. We new wha t wa s g o ing 
o n a nd no w we wo uld rea lly 
sho w them wha t we mea nt by 
ra dica lism. We ma de a list o f 
po ssible stunt ta etics. 
“ We’ll paint our faces like 
clowns and do a mime act.” 
“ We'll wear shades and chant 
‘ooga booga’.” 
“ Gentlemen, wait a minute. 
None of this will work. None 
of it will surprise them. With 
what they have projected onto 
us we have no reality at all. 
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We could stand up there and 
drop our pants and they would 
chuckle at us because we are 
expected to puH stunts for their 
amusement. 
Let’s 
put some 
shrewd politics to work, stop 
fooling around altogether. Let’s 
sit tight and see what happens 
if we act cool and exercise 
some subtle influence.” 
Reeling off into a cold dawn, 
we shied guiltily 
from one 
another as if we had caught 
glimpses of animal vacancy in 
each other’s eyes.

Holding School Tax Line 


... FOR THIS BUDGET YEAR, PRASCH SAYS

The Lincoln School District 


will be able to "hold the line" in 
school mill levy next year "only 
b e c a u s e of circumstances 
peculiar to this budget year," 
according 
to 
Supt. 
J o h n 


Prasch. 


"In a year of great sensitivity 


to the tax levy, there is the 
danger that program objectives 
for children may be sacrificed to 
the demands to keep tax rates 
down or to the needs to increase 
salary for staff," Prasch said in 
u letter to Board of Education 
President Robert Magee. 


"Although this budget does 


stabilize the tax levy rate," the 
superintendent said, "we believe 
that program objectives are 
maintained 
and 
also 
that 


reasonable 
salary 
increases 


have been provided staff." 


Operations Part 


"These things c o u l d be ac- 


complished o n l y because of 
circumstances peculiar to this 
budget year which permit a 
larger proportion of available 
funds to feed into the operations 
portions of the budget." 


The 
comments 
came 
in 


Prasch's annual letter to the 
school board to the president for- 
mally transmitting to the board 
the administrative staff's budget 
recommendations for the coming 
fiscal year. 


The letter accompanies the 


budget breakdowns which will 
be available Monday evening at 
the public hearing on the 1971-72 
budget. The hearing is set for 
7:30 p.m. in the Public Schools 


Administration Building, 720 So 
22nd. 


Action Expected 


Board action on the budget js 


expected to come at the regular 
board meeting Tuesday at 8 
a.m. 


Prasch 
said 
p e c u l i a r 


circumstances which helped the 
district hold down the coming 
year's local property tax levy 
included: 
'-A 
better 
"cash 
flow" 


experience during the current 
year which has removed the 
necessity to raise extra funds 
locally to insure an adequate 
cash balance. 


—A decrease in the district's 


debt load. 


—An increase in the local 


property tax base, a change 
which provides a d d i t i o n a l 
revenue without requiring a 
proportional i n c r e a s e in 
levy. 


—An increase in other sources 


of revenue. 


$1.6 Million Higher 


Although the coming year's 


budget will increase about $1.6 
million, from the current $27 
million to $28.6 million, the levy 
itself is expected to go up only 
slightly, from 54.552 mills to 
54.952. 


That small hike in the levy 


will provide an increase in local 
tax revenues from the current 
$20.7 million to $21.4 million, 
based on an anticipated three 
per cent growth in the local tax 
base. 


Prasch noted that except for 


selected 
areas, 
the 
budget 


provides no substantial increase 
in staffing. Two staffing trends 


which he said will continue are a 
"a gradual increase in staffing 
adequacy at the school building 
level" and an increase in the use 
of teaching aides. 


Expansion Planned 


Program expansion is planned 


in a program for gifted students 
and in services to emotionally 
and m e n t a 11 y handicapped 
students. 


Other increases, Prasch said, 


will go to absorb costs of a 
preschool program 
for

The former owners of the 


Yankee Hiii B r i c k Manufac- 
turing Co. filed suit in Lan- 
c a s t e r District Court Friday 
challenging the constitutionality 
of the Nebraska income tax act 
insofar 
as 
it o p e r a t e s 


retroactively to reach capital 
gains. 


The plaintiffs, Ferguson & Co., 


further ask that the act be 
declared unconstitutional insofar 
as its methods of taxing capital 
gains which accrued prior to its 
enactment but were recognized 
thereafter and of excluding the 
carryover of similarly incurred 
capital losses make the tax act 
regressive. 


According to the petition, 


Ferguson & Co. filed its 1969 
Nebraska income tax return on 
Feb. 24, 1970, and claimed a 
deduction from taxable income 
in the amount of $821,004. 


The plaintiffs contend that on 


the schedule attached to the 
return was written: 


"Capital gams of $821,004 were. 


realized prior to Jan. 1, 1968. 
These gains are taxable on the 
federal return but it is illegal to 
tax income earned prior to 1968 
in 
Nebraska 
income 
t a x 


returns." 


More Tax Assessed 


According to the petition, on 


Dec. 3, 1970, the State of 
Nebraska assessed Ferguson Si 
Co. additional income tax of 
$16,453 plus interest.

concerning the p r o p o s e d 
assessment with the Department 
of Revenue and a hearing was 
held April 29,1971.

error the amount of $821,004 
resulting from capital gains

underpaid its 1969 state income 
tax in the amount of $16,453. 


Retroactivity Challenged 


The plaintiff contends that the

which imposes tax liability on

President Of Liberia,

Liberia, who transformed his 
once-backward African country

during 27 years in office, died 
Friday in a London hospital. He 
was 75.

educated Tubman died in the 
London clinic which he had 
entered July 4 for a rest and 
checkup.

Elected In 1944 


Tubman was elected president

:,knits.

Cotton, acrylic or polyester .fabrics should 


be lined with tricot and then .top-stitched so 
:the lining does not peek out. Although suits 
from these materials are smart-looking, their 
bright colors fade in the summer sun and 
- chlorine pool, so Che wearability is reduced. 


! 
No matter what type of material you 


choose, use stretchable thread and remember 
the bustline! A natural bustline can be 
achieved with a sew-in-bra which comes 
complete with instructions. Or, if you want 
a less rigid shape, purchase stiff pellon 
polyester and simply underline the bust 
section. 


Whatever pattern you have chosen, it 


probably needs adjustment. Swimming suits 
must fit exactly—there is no "almost", "just 
about" or "good enough" border line. Measure 
the bustline, crotch'width, and pants height 
if it is to be a two-piecer. For some reason, 
bikini patterns tend to dip at the rear and 
you don't want to be forever tugging.

There is one area in the Children's Zoo 


that no one comes specifically to visit. 
However, without it the animals could not 
survive. Have you guessed it? It is the diet 
kitchen in the Zoo, which is located at the 
back. 


Miss Cheryl Hardesty, who is 
the 


dietician, spends her entire day cooking and 
serving the animals. Cheryl is majoring as 
a dietician in college, so is perfectly suited 
for the job. We would venture to guess, 
however, that cooking for animals and cooking 
for people is quite different. 


The kitchen at the Zoo is semi-open to 


the public. In other words, there is a large 
window where people can look through and 
watch Cheryl preparing the meals. The 
window serves another purpose, according to 
Zoo director Bob Spencer. Because of the 
window the kitchen is likely to be kept cleaner 
than it would be if it were hidden from the 
public eye. 


Cheryl is equipped with a two-way radio, 


so that if you are passing and have a 
question, she will be able to hear you and 
answer your questions. 


The animal diets are very interesting. 


For instance, did you know that the color 
of the flamingo is determined by the amount 
of Vitamin A he receives? If a flamingo 
has no Vitamin A in his diet, he would be 
white. At the Children's, Zoo,.the flamingos 
are supplied Vitamin A through carrotene, 
a concentrated carrot juice. 


Cheryl's job is not an easy one. She must 


supply between 113 to 120 different diets a 
day. Some anJmals such as the monkeys 
require two different diets each day. The 
cost of all the food for the Zoo is $400 a 
month. 


Baby animals are also kept in the kitchen, 


in an incubator, so that Cheryl can take 
care of their special diets. 


The nickel machines that are placed at 


various points around the Zoo contain alfalfa, 
which keeps the animals from getting hungry 
all day long. All of the nutritional value 
of the diet is supplied by the meals that 
Cheryl prepares.

Apparently I had just reached the ag e when 
making a splash in a real bikini was the 
thing to do — mother said no and I promptly 
retaliated with the skimpiest bikini pattern 
that was av ailable The brash blue and g reen 
Hawaiian print material appeared to be perfect 
for the sophisticated halter top with n e c k 
and back ties and bikini pant pattern.

The “ school” of swim knits are chlorine 
treated and g uaranteed not to fade. Since 
the material does not require lining , machine 
work is reduced and y ou are in the water 
faster than y ou can say “ I made it,” when 
the compliments arriv e. By the way , alway s 
use a small zig -zag stitch with the stretchable 
knits. 
Cotton, acry lic or poly ester fabrics should 
be lined with tricot and then top-stitched so 
the lining does not peek out. Althoug h suits 
from these materials are smart-looking , their 
brig ht colors fade in the summer sun and 
chlorine pool, so the wearability is reduced. 
No matter what ty pe of material y ou 
choose, use stretchable thread and remember 
the 
bustline! 
A natural bustline 
can 
be 
achiev ed 
with a 
sew-in-bra 
which comes 
complete with instructions. Or, if y ou want 
a less rig id 
shape, 
purchase 
stiff pellon 
poly ester 
and 
simply 
underline 
the 
bust 
section 
Whatev er pattern y ou hav e chosen, it 
probably needs adjustment. Swimming suits 
must fit ex actly —there is no “ almost” , “ just 
about” or “ g ood enoug h” border line. Measure 
the bustline, crotch width, and pants heig ht 
if it is to be a two-piecer. For some reason, 
bikini patterns tend to dip at the rear and 
y ou don’t want to be forev er tug g ing .

Howev er, without it the animals could not 
surv iv e. Hav e y ou g uessed it? It is the diet 
kitchen in the Zoo, which is located at the 
back. 
Miss 
Chery l 
Hardesty , 
who 
is 
t h e 
dietician, spends her entire day cooking and 
serv ing the animals. Chery l is majoring as 
a dietician in colleg e, so is perfectly suited 
for the job. 
We would v enture 
to g uess, 
howev er, that cooking for animals and cooking 
for people is quite different. 
The kitchen at the Zoo is semi-open to 
the public. In other words, there is a larg e 
window where people can look throug h and 
watch 
Chery l 
preparing 
the 
meals. 
The 
window serv es another purpose, according to 
Zoo director Bob Spencer. Because of the 
window the kitchen is likely to be kept cleaner 
than it would be if it were hidden from the 
public ey e. 
Chery l is equipped with a two-way radio, 
so that if y ou are passing and hav e a 
question, she will be able to hear y ou and 
answer y our questions. 
The animal diets are v ery interesting . 
For instance, did y ou know that the color 
of the flaming o is determined by the amount 
of Vitamin A he receiv es? If a flaming o 
has no Vitamin A in his diet, he would be 
white. At the Children’s Zoo, the flaming os 
are supplied Vitamin A throug h carrotene, 
a concentrated carrot juice. 
Chery l’s job is not an easy one. She must 
supply between 113 to 120 different diets a 
day . 
Some animals such as the monkey s 
require two different diets each day . The 
cost of all the food for the Zoo is $400 a 
month. 
Baby animals are also kept in the kitchen, 
in an incubator, so that Chery l can take 
care of their special diets. 
The nickel machines that are placed at 
v arious points around the Zoo contain alfalfa, 
which keeps the animals from g etting hung ry 
all day long . All of the nutritional v alue 
of the diet is supplied by the meals that 
Chery l prepares.

Payments Law Held Constitutional 


By The Associated Press 


A state law which requires the 


Metropolitan Utilities District 
(MUD) of Omaha to pay two per 
cent of its gross retail sales to 
cities it serwes was held by the 
State Supreme Court Friday to 
be constitutional. 


The majority opinion from a 


divided court reversed 
the 


Douglas County District Court, 
which had held the law to be 
unconstitutional. 


MUD supplies gas and water 


to residents of Omaha and 
nearby municipalities. 


Payments Law 


The litigation challenging the 


payments law was brought by 
Mervuv D. Evans, a MUD 
ratepayer. 


The district court concluded 


that the law violated sections of 
the state constitution which 


declare that "the property of the 
state and its governmental 
subdivisions shall be exempt 
from taxation," and that "the 
Legislature shall not impose 
t a x e s upon m u n i c i p a l 
corporations, or the inhabitants 
or 
property 
thereof, 
f o r 


corporate purposes." 


In reversing the district court, 


the Supreme Court held that: 


—The two per cent payments 


are not "tax" payments. 


—MUD is not a "municipal 


corporation" within the meaning 
of the constitution. 


—MUD was created by the 


Legislature, which has power 
over it and which could destroy 
it also at any time by turning its 
functions over to some other 
public body. 


Majority Opinion 


The majority opinion.written 


by Judge Harry A. Spencer, said 
it is evident that the Legislature 
did not consider the two per cent 
payment to be a tax, but a 
payment in the nature of a 
license, an occupation fee or an 
excise tax. 
Further, the opinion said:

Nebraska horse owners should 


be on the alert for Venezuelan 
e q u i n e encephalitis (VEE) 
and observe their animals at 
least once a day or more if 
practical, according to Dr. 
Marvin J. Twiehaus, chairman 
of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln D e p a r t m e n t of 
Veterinary Science. 


Twiehaus said, "With the 


extensive movement of horses 
today. Nebraskans should not 
become complacent because the 
disease is hundreds of miles 
away from Nebraska. Disease 
knows 
no boundaries when 


method of spread, vectors and 
susceptible 
a n i m a l s 
are 


present." 


This type of encephalitis may 


be spread by biting insects as 
well as by direct contact, he 
explained- Certain species of 
birds are the primary reservoir 
host, he added, with the horse 
and man being unfortunate or 
accidental hosts. 


According to Twiehaus one of 


the m a j o r concerns is t h e 
possibility of a r e s e r v o i r 
becoming established in certaih 
species of the bird population. 
This, he said, would result in 
VEE disease becoming estab- 
lished in this country. 


The NU v e t e r i n a r i a n 


described varying signs of the 
disease that horse owners should 
be looking for: 


—Loss 
of 
appetite 
and 


depression, general 
weakness, 


drowsiness, chewing movements 
and retention of grass between 
the lips or teeth. 


—The body temperature is 


elevated 103-105 degrees during 
the 
early 
stages 
of 
the 


disease. 


—Localized muscle spasms or 


quivering of muscles; 
some 


animals may circle and others 
may take a cross-leg stance as 
the disease progresses. 


—Diarrhea may be" observed 


in the latter stages. 


Twiehaus said the course of 


disease may vary from five to 
ten days or more, and mortality 
is usually high — many times 
approaching 80 per cent or 
more. 


Active 
cases 
should 
be 


handled with care as humans 
are also susceptible to this viral 
infection, Twiehaus advised. He 
added that the owner should 
contact 
his 
veterinarian 
if 


unusual signs of behavior are 
observed. 


Placing the suspect animal in 


a stall and spraying the animal 
and quarters to prevent the 
spread and exposure to other 
horses, rodents, birds and man is 
essential 
to 
prevent 
t h e 


extensive spread of VEE, he 
emphasized. 


Dr. Twiehaus stated that it is 


essential that a thorough and 
complete history be given to the 
veterinarian as to contacts, 
movements, and vaccination 
against eastern and western 
types. This is important in order 
that an accurate diagnosis may 


be made as soon as possible. 


The 
Federal 
Laboratories 


have a tremendous backlog of 
specimens from the southern 
states, 
Twiehaus p o i n t e d 


out. 


T h e r e f o r e , only highly 


suspected specimens should be 
submitted for examination. He 
urged the veterinarians to call 
the state or federal veterinarian 
on 
all 
suspected 
cases of 


encephalitis. 


He further urged owners to 


have their horses vaccinated 
against the eastern and western 
strains if they have not already 
done so. The western strain is 
endemic and may occur due to 
the 
excessive 
moisture 
in 


certain areas which has resulted 
in a high mosquito population 
and outbreaks could occur at 
any time. 


Twiehaus said t h e disease 


usually occurs in the months of 
July, August and September and 
is concurrent with the mosquito 
population.

State Horse Owners 
Warned About VEE 
SHOULD BE CHECKED ONCE A DAY 


Nebraska horse owners should 
be on the alert for Venezuelan 
e q u i n e encephalitis (V EE) 
and observe their animals at 
least once a day or more if 
practical, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Marvin J. Twiehaus, chairman 
of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 
Veterinary Science. 
Twiehaus said, '‘With th e 
extensive movement of horses 
today. Nebraskans should not 
become complacent because the 
disease is hundreds of miles 
away from Nebraska. Disease 
knows 
no 
boundaries 
when 
method of spread, vectors and 
susceptible 
a n i m a l s 
are 
present.” 
This type of encephalitis may 
be spread by biting insects as 
well as by direct contact, he 
explained. Certain species of 
birds are the primary reservoir 
host, he added, with the horse 
and man being unfortunate or 
accidental hosts. 
According to Twiehaus one of 
the m a j o r concerns is t h e 
possibility of a r e s e r v o i r 
becoming established in certaih 
species of the bird population. 
This, he said, would result in 
V EE disease becoming estab­ 
lished in this country. 
The NU v e t e r i n a r i a n 
described varying signs of the 
disease that horse owners should 
be looking for: 
—Loss 
of 
appetite 
and 
depression, general weakness, 
drowsiness, chewing movements 
and retention of grass between 
the lips or teeth. 
—The body temperature is 
elevated 103-105 degrees during 
the 
early 
stages 
of 
the 
disease. 
—Localized muscle spasms or 
quivering of muscles; 
some 
animals may circle and others 
may take a cross-leg stance as 
the disease progresses. 
—Diarrhea may be observed 
in the latter stages. 
Twiehaus said the course of 


disease may vary from five to 
ten days or more, and mortality 
is usually high — many times 
approaching 80 per cent or 
more. 
Active 
cases 
should 
be 
handled with care as humans 
are also susceptible to this viral 
infection, Twiehaus advised. He 
added that the owner should 
contact 
his 
veterinarian 
if 
unusual signs of behavior are 
observed. 
Placing the suspect animal in 
a stall and spraying the animal 
and quarters to prevent the 
spread and exposure to other 
horses, rodents, birds and man is 
essential 
to 
prevent 
th e 
extensive spread of V EE, he 
emphasized. 
Dr. Twiehaus stated that it is 
essential that a thorough and 
complete history be given to the 
veterinarian as to 
contacts, 
movements, 
and 
vaccination 
against eastern and western 
types. This is important in order 
that an accurate diagnosis may 


be made as soon as possible. 
The 
Federal 
Laboratories 
have a tremendous backlog of 
specimens from the southern 
states, 
Twiehaus 
p o i n t e d 
out. 
Th e r e f o r e , only highly 
suspected specimens should be 
submitted for examination. He 
urged the veterinarians to call 
the state or federal veterinarian 
on 
all 
suspected 
cases 
of 
encephalitis. 
He further urged owners to 
have their horses vaccinated 
against the eastern and western 
strains if they have not already 
done so. The western strain is 
endemic and may occur due to 
the 
excessive 
moisture 
in 
certain areas which has resulted 
in a high mosquito population 
and outbreaks could occur at 
any time. 
Twiehaus said th e disease 
usually occurs in the months of 
July, August and September and 
is concurrent with the mosquito 
population.

launched his role as a hijacker

shortly after the TWA jet left 
LaGuardia for California. But 
before he boarded, the airline 
officials were warned by a 
signal from a 
metal-sensing 


antihijacking device that had 
searched

bag 
he 
was 


carrying. 


They found a "number of 


things which could have set off 
the m a c h i n e , " a TWA 
spokesman said, but no weapon.
